1984  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  M  &  D  Ambulance  Service  had  a  busy  year.  A  new  Director 
was  appointed  and  the  two  Boards  of  Selectmen  from  Milan  and 
Dummer  were  very  active  in  revitalizing  this  very  important  and 
needed  service.  Rachel  Nadeau  became  director  of  this  Service 
on  June  15,  1984,  and  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  include  the  Selectmen 
from  Milan  and  Dummer  and  the  Director  of  the  Service.  This 
Board  had  many  accomplishments  during  this  past  year.  These 
accomplishments  were  as  follows: 

1.  Created  bylaws  for  the  Service. 

2.  Appointed  a  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman,  and  Secretary. 

3.  Created  a  fiscal  policy. 

4.  Reviewed  the  insurance  coverage  of  the  Service  and  its 
ambulance  ad  made  appropriate  changes  to  ensure  the  best 
coverage  for  the  money  being  spent.  There  was  an  addition 
of  a  professional  liability  insurance  coverage  to  cover  the 
Service  and  its  personnel, 

5.  Reviewed  the  savings  and  checking  accounts  and  these  were 
changed  to  higher  interest  yielding  accounts. 

6.  Actively  worked   to  recruit  new  attendants. 

7.  Reviewed  the  quarterly  financial  reports. 

8.  Reviewed  the  rates  charged  by  the  Service.  Finding  that  the 
rates  had  not  changed  in  approximately  six  years,  appro- 
priate changes  were  made  as  follows:

9.  Reviewed  and  approved  a  proposed  1985  Budget. 

10.  Met  at  least  quarterly. 

The  Dirrector  had  a  busy  year  also  with  many  accomplishments 
and  programs  started.  They  are  as  follows : 
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1.  Created  a  guideline  for  the  ambulance  attendants. 

2.  Began  a  continuing  education  and  training  program.  These 
sessions  are  held  on  a  monthly  basis  and  include  hands-on 
training  and  guest  speakers. 

3.  Equipped  the  ambulance  to  meet  State  regulations. 

4.  Added  advanced  techniques  in  medical  care;  i.e.  MAST 
(mflitary  anti -shock  trousers)  and  EOA  (esophageal  obturator 
airway).  These  technques  will  improve  the  quality  of  care 
given  to  our  patients  in  situations  that  warrant  their  use. 

5.  Had  the  ambulance  completely  overhauled  mechanically  to 
ensure  its  dependability. 

6.  Started  on  ongoing  weekly  maintenance  log.  The  ambulance 
is  checked  weekly  to  ensure  that  its  dependability  can  be 
maintained.  These  checks  are  done  by  one  or  two  attendants 
who  volunteer  their  time.  If  any  problems  are  found,  they 
are  corrected  as  soon  as  possible. 

7.  Started  an  ongoing  inventory  log.  The  inventory  is  done 
on  a  mcMithly  basis  by  one  or  two  attendants.  Again,  their 
time  is  volunteered.  They  maintain  the  supplies  on  the 
ambulance  and  notify  the  Director  when  supplies  need  re- 
plenishing. 

8.  Actively  recruited  new  attendants.  We  started  with  4  atten- 
dants on  June  15  and  we  now  have: 

7  advanced  first  aid  attendants 

3  emergency  medical  technicians  (EMT) 

2  EMT  I  (EOA  certified) 

2  EMT  I  &  II  (EOA  and  MAST  certified) 

1  EMT,  EOA,  MAST  instructor 

9.  Recruited  Dr.  Christc^her  Glenney  to  serve  as  Medical 
Director  of  our  Service. 

10.  Improved  relations  between  our  Service  and  the  other 
services  in  the  Berlin  and  Gorham  area. 

11.  Submitted  a  proposed  1985  budget  which  the  Board  of 
Directors  revised  and  approved, 

12.  Was  appointed  to  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Region 
V  Council.  Was  also  appointed  to  the  Manpower  and  Train- 
ing Committee  of  that  Council. 

GOALS  FOR  1985 

1.  Continue  the  programs  started  and  improve  them. 

2.  Recruit  mcare  attendants.  Additional  attendzints  are  needed 
to  prevent  "bumout"  of  the  few  that  we  now  have. 
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3.   Continue  to  upgrade  the  quality  of  care  given  to  our  patients. 
4     Continue  to  update  the  education  of  our  attendants. 

5.  Start  a  program  to  help  deal  with  "burnout"  and  stress  of 
the  attendants. 

6.  Start  a  program  to  critique  ambulance  runs  with  the  atten- 
dants and  Medical  Director. 

The  Service  has  been  fortunate  to  have  such  dedicated  attendants 
who  have  worked  hard  to  keep  the  Service  going  in  rou^  times. 
They  should  be  commended  for  their  efforts  and  time  volun- 
teered. Too  often  they  are  forgotten.  It  is  these  key  people  who 
keep  this  vital  Service  going.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


Calendar  year  1984  saw  the  North  Country  Council,  Inc. 
observe  its  twelfth  year  of  successful  operation  for  towns  in  the 
North  Country.  The  Council,  as  a  regional,  non-profit,  public 
planning  agency  chartered  under  NH  RSA  36:45,  is  responsible 
for  providing  assistance  in  local  community  planning,  economic 
development,  solid  waste,  transportation,  and  municipal  services. 

In  Dummer,  the  Councfl  reviewed  septage  disposal  practices 
and  prepared  recommendations  as  part  of  the  Androscoggin 
Valley  Sohd  Waste  District  Plan. 

In  economic  development,  the  Council  hosted  in  the  spring 
two  region-wide  economic  development  conferences  with  over 
200  business,  industry  and  government  leaders  attending.  From 
the  conferences,  regional  strategies  were  developed  to  address 
such  issues  as  highway  improvements,  air  service,  regional  pro- 
motion, mechanisms  for  regional  communication,  development 
funding,  and  regional  job  expansion.  As  an  outgrowth  of  these 
conferences,  the  Council  is  presently  coordinating  the  preparation 
of  a  North  Country  Videotape  project,  which,  when  complete, 
wQl  examine  the  potential  for  industry  to  locate  in  the  North 
Country.  The  Videotape  vdll  be  available  to  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce, local  development  corporations,  and  municipalities  in 
order  to  promote  their  communities  to  businesses  looking  to 
expand  or  relocate  in  the  North  Country. 

The  Council  has  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several 
towns  on  federal  and  state  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past 
year  saw  well  over  $2.0  million  in  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  funds  come  to  the  region  for  such  activities  as 
housing  rehabilitation,  water  and  sewer  system  improvements, 
a  downtown  revitalization  study,  an  industrial  park  feasibility 
study,  and  business  revolvingloan  funds. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  plan- 
ning and  improvement  in  local  land  use  controls.  New  state 
mandates  and  commercial  and  residential  growth  in  several 
towns  have  created  busy  work  loads  for  planning  boards.  The 
Council's  assistance  takes  many  forms:  regionaJ  workshops, 
newsletters,  regulation  review  and  update,  and  assistance  on  a 
regular   or   one-time   basis  for  subdivision  and  site  plan  applica- 
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tions.  Subdivision  review  workshops  were  held  in  Littleton, 
Campton,  and  Dalton  and  we  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law 
Lecture  Series  in  Twin  Mountain. 

Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North 
Country  towns  in  solving  local  and  regional  problems.  We  rely 
on  and  appreciate  the  involvement  of  town  officials  and  resi- 
dents and  look  forward  to  assisting  your  town  this  coming  year. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State 
Legislature  90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  cooperative 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  between  city  and 
town  governments  and  State  government.  It  simply  stated  that  no 
open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the  ground  is  free  of  snow, 
without  the  written  permission  of  the  town/city  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that  anyone  kindling  a  fire  without 
written  permission  shall  be  liable  for  the  damage  caused  and 
subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that 
it  has  remained  unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest 
Fire  warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one 
is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  suppression  costs 
and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  signi- 
ficantly to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss 
record.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Dummer  School  District: 

Thank  you  for  allowing  me  the  opportunity  to  serve  your 
community  for  another  year.  It  certainly  has  been  a  pleasure 
helping  you  provide  for  the  educational  needs  of  your  children. 

THE  FUTURE 
The  members  of  your  school  board  have  been  approached 
informally  about  any  future  interests  Dummer  might  have  in 
joining  with  Milan  to  provide  for  the  education  of  its  elementary 
children.  In  the  not  too  distant  future  the  AREA  Agreement 
with  Berlin  will  expire.  Long  before  it  does  Dummer  will  need 
to  begin  giving  consideration  to  what  it  will  want  to  do  in  the 
future.  Will  it  want  Berlin  to  continue  providing  for  its  children 
1-12?  What  about  1-6  in  Milan  and  7-12  in  Berlin?  How  about 
1-8  in  Milan  and  9-12  in  Berlin?  These  all  will  be  options.  What 
will  you  want  for  your  children? 

The  renegotiation  of  the  AREA  Agreement  with  Berlin  will 
have  to  be  given  serious  consideration  by  1987.  Two  years  from 
this  March  the  people  of  Dummer  will  have  to  form  an  AREA 
Committee  to  begin  that  process.  Should  it  choose  to  do  so  it 
may  also  wish  to  form  a  study  committee  to  begin  a  dialogue 
with  Milan.  In  either  case  the  future  will  rest  with  Dummer  and 
its  people. 

TUITION  RATES 

The  1985-86  Berlin  tuition  rates  will  bring  to  four  years  what 
has  been  for  all  practical  purposes  a  stable  tuition  level.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  this  has  helped  Dummer  hold  down  costs.

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SCHOOL  WARRANT 

Articles  4  and  5  of  your  school  warrant  are  all  in  need  of  an 
explanation.  The  first  of  the  two  represents  a  departure  from 
the  past.  To  have  reached  the  point  where  some  believe  it  is 
necessary  to  have  an  adult  ride  the  bus  to  maintain  discipline 
raises  some  serious  questions  about  the  conduct  of  some  of 
our  children.  I  do  not  deny  that  we  have  had  problems  from 
time  to  time.  At  times  those  problems  were  such  that  serious 
injury  might  have  occurred.  Have  the  problems  on  the  bus 
reached  the  point  where  a  full  time  bus  monitor  is  needed?  Per- 
haps they  have!  Only  you  the  parents  really  know.  What  is  your 
opinion  on  the  matter? 

The  second  article  is  far  less  serious  than  the  first.  You  may 
ask  why,  after  just  buying  a  new  bus,  do  we  need  to  begin  saving 
for  another  one.  Well,  the  answer  is  a  simple  one.  The  useful 
life  of  our  busses  has  been  in  the  area  of  7  years.  With  the  cur- 
rent balance  in  our  Bus  Capital  Reserve  Fund  we  will  need 
7  years  at  a  contribution  rate  of  $3,000.00  per  year  to  raise 
enough  to  buy  our  next  bus  when  needed.  To  postpone  adding 
to  the  Bus  Capital  Reserve  Fund  only  makes  it  more  difficult. 
I  would  recommend  a  continuation  of  a  low  level  of  contribution 
now  and  in  the  future. 

BUDGET 

The  proposed  1985-86  budget  represents  a  decrease  of 
$21,190.00  from  the  current  level.  On  the  net  side  of  the  budget, 
however,  $18,800.00  of  new  tax  money  will  be  needed  for  the 
upcoming  year.  This  will  mean  a  substantial  increase  on  your 
taxes  for  the  fall  of  1985. 
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Though  there  are  some  increases  in  some  sections  of  the  bud- 
get those  are  not  the  problem.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that 
the  operational  budget  is  nearly  the  same  as  the  current  year. 
Then  you  may  ask,  what  is  the  problem?  In  simple  terms  the 
problem  is  the  June  30  balance.  Last  year  we  had  a  balance  of 
$23,000.00.  All  of  this  went  to  reduce  taxes.  Next  year,  how- 
ever, the  balance  is  projected  to  be  $7,000.00  or  less.  The 
difference  between  these  two  figures  makes  up  the  bulk  of  the 
$18,800.00  of  extra  money  needed.  The  end  result  is  that 
taxes  will  go  up.

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  Dummer  School  Board,  to  the  moderator, 
to  the  clerk,  and  to  the  treasurer  for  their  time  and  dedication 
this  past  year.
